Yearbook Séeparates(Y.S.).sre reprints of articles 
appearing in the Yearbooks of the Department. Teachers should avoid request- 
ing a lerge list of publications on different tonics at one time, or of ynub- 
lications, the use of which is to be distributed over a long period of school 
work. It must be the nolicy of the Departwent to limit the distri>vution of 
publications to actual present needs as nearly as possible, so that tne funds 
available for the ~urpose of publications can be made to benefit the largest 
possible number of real users.
